With approach of holhdaya and ocon-
squent denmmnd for poultry, we give
the following notes converning the pre
paration of birds for market:
Dry Ploking and Sealding.
Dry fleked carenssws always bring o
higher price in market than Lhose that
bhave heen sealded, yet for home uee,
=zealding = much more preferable, ss It
not only facilitates the picking off of
the feathers but cleans the skin and
earcass, which Is sometimes very nee-
wsnby with binds that have not been
properly kepl.  Unless one is an ex-
pert at killing the fowls, soas to know
the exnct mroment when the feathers
will Joosen from the skin and come « i1
the work becomes very tedious and
lisagreeable;, but there is an art in
properly killing the birds so as tomnki
he matter of picking less laborious.
The guestion is, however, whether
there iz ervelty practiced in attempt-
ing to kill the birds In o eertaln man-
aer, aud it s only right amd proper to
take the safférings of the hirds inte
vonsideration. It i= a pmetice in the
West to kil the birds and then dip
them in smalding water, followiig im-
mediately by dipping the carenss in
cold water, thven buginning to plek.
We have neser tricd the method bat it
i= elaimoed for it that the feathers will
come out eastly while the appearanee
of the bipds je similar to those dry
picked. I this is true it will be of ad-
vaniage to poultrymen and prevent
much unneecssary eruelty.
